Sign Up for Public Testimony at upcoming LAUSD Board Meetings 

At Wednesday's LAAC meeting, LAAC members committed to speaking at 
upcoming LAUSD Board meetings in support of north star priorities. While 
we captured the below preliminary commitments during Wednesday's 
discussion, we are asking all LAAC members to either "accept" or 
"decline" the forthcoming Outlook calendar invitations to indicate 
whether you are available for public testimony at upcoming LAUSD Board 
meetings. We are asking all LAAC members to commit to at least one 
meeting themselves, and to send a team member to one additional meeting.

Review and Provide Feedback on Superintendent Search Statement 

At Wednesday's LAAC meeting, LAAC members approved updates to the north 
star priorities. This included addressing LAUSD's superintendent search 
within the Relationships north star, and using this search as an 
opportunity to share the successes, future vision, and advocacy 
priorities of the LA charter community. We also shared that Jed Wallace 
will be interviewed by the LA Times next week, and the superintendent 
search will be one of the topics of that interview. I have attached a 
draft statement that will be disseminated to media, read by Oliver at 
Tuesday's LAUSD Board meeting, and used as the basis for Jed's talking 
points during the LA Times interview. 

Given current dynamics around the superintendent search, we anticipate 
this statement will come from the Chair and Co-Chair of the LAAC, rather 
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than the entire council. That said, we would appreciate feedback from 
everyone. Please respond with your feedback on the attached statement by 
Monday at 10am, if you have any, and we will work to incorporate what we 
hear. Because this issue is time sensitive, if we do not hear back from 
you, we will be proceeding with a final version on Monday based on the 
feedback we have received at that point.
